Cup, etc. Nasturtium on public form appears 
to be the great coming three-year-old, as Con- 
roy on form bids fair to be a four-year-old of 
the very highest quality. The American turf 
accordingly has lost two of its finest specimens 
of horseflesh. Mr. Whitney, as president of the 
new Saratoga Racing Association, is ae much 
pledged to do all he can to help along the game 
in this country ae is Mr. Keene in his quality of 
▼ice-chairman of the Jockey Club. It is not 
enough to talk of the credit which will Tedound 
to the American turf in the event of a Nastur- 
tium victory in the Derby or a Conroy triumph 
in the Ascot Cup. Americans would rather have 
American horses like Nasturtium and Conroy 
remain in thiB country and win great races 
here. We can worry along without British turf 
honors.— New York Sun. 

Captain James B. Clay, of Lexington, Ky., 
has sold to P. J. Dwyer a weanling colt by 
Handspring— Mon Droit. This youngster is a 
foil brother to a yearling sold last spring to 
Mr. Dwyer for $8,000, and is also a brother to 
the good colt Major Daingerfleld.
